ANNUAL SURVEY OF INDUSTRIES 1960 
INTRODUCTION 


: An annual census of 29 out of the 63 
manufacturing industries groups was started 
in 1946 under the provisions ‘of the Indus- 
trial Statistics Act, 1942, and the Census of 


Manufacturing Industries Rules, 1945, 
iramed - thereunder. This was called the 
CMI Scheme. From 1950 onwards a 


Sample Survey of Manufacturing Indus- 
tries (SSMI) had also been conducted on 
a voluntary basis in respect of all the 63 
groups, including of course the 29 CMI 
groups referred to above. 


2. The Industrial Statistics Act, 1942, 
was repealed with effect from the roth 
November, 1956 by a more comprehensive 
statistical Act, viz. the Collection of Statis- 
tics: Act, 1953. The census of . manufactu- 
ring industries was therefore continued on a 
voluntary basis for the years 1957 and 1958. 
All the reports of the census from 1946 to 
1958 have been published. The Collection 
of Statistics (Central) Rules, 1959 under 
the 1953 Act were notified early in January 
1960, providing for a comprehensive Annual 
Survey: of Industries (ASI) in India as 
from 1959. The Annual Survey feplaces 
bo.h the CMI and the SSMI which 
were being conducted previcusly. The Re- 
port of the Annual Survey of Industries, 
1959,-has also been published. 


' 3. The coverage of the survey extends 
to the entire factories sector, factories being 
those registered as such under the Factories 
Act, 1948. The Collection of Statistics 
Act, 1953 does not apply to Jammu and 
Kashmir but factories in that State are 
covered’ on a voluntary basis. Factories 
employing 50 or more workers with the aid 
of power or 100 or more workers without 
the aid of power are completery eriumerated. 
Thé remaining factories, namely, employ- 
ing 10 to 49 workers with the aid of power 
or 20 to 99 workers without the aid of 
power, are covered on the basis of a 
bability. sample. The entire field work is 
done through the National; Sample Survey. 


4. The detailed’ results ‘presented in this 
Report relate to the census part of the Sur- 
vey for the year 1960, ie. data collected 
in the year 1961 relating to the operations 
of the factories in 1960. The Report is

(iv) Rent paid for fixed capital items taken

(v) Number of persons employed.—The ave- 


rage number of persons employed 
by each factory under various heads 
sich as workers, other than workers 
etc., is computed by taking the 
total attendance of persons in all 
the shifts on all working days and 
dividing it by the number of days 
worked. These averages are aggre- 
gated for all factories in the State or 
industry, as the case may be, and 
the aggregate is taken as the number 
of persons employed in the State or 
industry, respectively.

all bonuses such as profit-sharing 
bonus, production bonus, good 
attendance bonus, incentive bonus, 
etc., and other cash payments made 
from time to time, regular and 
adhoc, contractual or  x-graiia.

cludes the cost value or the net cost 
of the concession in respect of sup- 
plies made or services rendered such

Materials consumed 
for repair and maintenance are in- 
cluded.

(xi) Work done by other concerns. —This 


compries work done by other con- 
cerns on repair and maintenance as 
also manufacturing work done on 
materials given out to them. The 
cost of industrial services purchased 
is inclusive of any transport and other 
charges incurred in this connection.

agency services, etc. —It is the total in- 
cidental expenditure on the purchase

Work done for customers.—It comprises 
work done by the factory for other 
concerns on repair and maintenance 
as also manufacturing work done on 
materials supplied by the latter.

Ouiput.—It is the aggregate value of 
products and by--products manu- 
factured for sale and of work done for 
customers and is adjusted for the 
difference in stocks of semi-finished 
goods at the beginning and at the 
end of the survey year. 


Value added by manufacture.—This 
represents that part of the value of 
the product which is created in the 
factory and is computed by deducting 
from the gross ex-factory value of 
output, the gross value of input.

MEMORANDUM 
ON 
DEFINITIONS, CONCEPTS AND PROCEDURE 


INTRODUCTION 


1. The Collection of Statistics (Central) Rules, 1959 (copy enclosed as Appendix I) framed under Section 14 of the 
Collection of Statistics Act, 1953 (Act 32 of 1953—copy enclosed as Appendix I) prescribed under Rules 3 and 4 thereof an- 
nual collection of statistical information as per form of return enclosed with the notice, to be filled in and submitted by the 
owners of factories!. The return is required to be submitted within one month of receipt of the notice. 


2. Such collection of statistical information is designated as “Annual Survey of Industries". 


3. Most countries of the world conduct comprehensive basic industrial enquiries. Detailed and comprehensive industrial 
statistics are needed both by Government and industry for industrial planning and development. The need for such statis- 
tics is even greater for India on the threshold of Third Five Year Plan whose principal aim 1s to secure a marked advancement 
towards self-sustaining growth. The objectives with which such enquiries are conducted can be briefly stated as follows :— 


(a) Estimation of the contribution of manufacturing industries as a whole and of each unit to the national xncome. 
(b) Systematic study of the structure of industry as a whole and of each type of industry and each unit. 

(c) Causal analysis of the various factors influencing industry in the country. 

(d) Provision of comprehensive factual and systematic basis for the formulation of policy. 


The Annual Survey of Industries planned in India has the same objectives which have been recognised as the proper 
objectives for surveys of this kind conducted in other countries. 


4. The content of the return prescribed for the current survey is based on a review of the need for particular type 
of data relating to industries in consultation with various governmental and private organisations. The form is much simpler 
than that used for the 1959 survey ; 1t reduces the items of information called for and omits certain items altogether for which 
collection of information every year is not necessary. The following sections of this memorandum deal with the definitions 
and concepts involved in the return and also questions of procedure where necessary. Information is sought to be collected 
through the form under the following heads :—

10. Output (products and by-products manufactured, excluding intermediate products ; work done for other con 
cerns ; value of semi-finished goods including work in progress).

The judge- 
ment should in such circumstances be made in successive stages. The relative share of the groups will be considered first 
and the relevant sub-group determined at the 4, 5 or 6-digit level, as the case may be. Within this relevant group the rela- 
tive share of the sub-groups will then be considered and the appropriate sub-group finally determined...

— (2)- Columns (2).t0 (4) : The. accounting, year may be the same as the calendar year, namely, January : December. 
It may also be different from the calendar year. When different, it will be-necessary to be clear about the particular account- 
ing year for which-data-are-to-be recorded. —Of the-two-successive-accounting-years-parts. of which lie within the calendar 
year, the preceding one, i.e., the ast day of which falls within the calendar year: will be chosen for ‘the purpose." The in- 


ventory values of capital as on the opening day will be equal to the book value of the factory subject to the presumption

that such book value is net of (a) increase in the value of fixed assets as a result of revaluation and (b) depreciation? upto 
that point of time. _ This is also true of the book value as on the closing day subject to the same consideration regarding 
depreciation. If in practice it is found that the book value is not net of depreciation, appropriate deductions should be 
made, if funds had been provided for depreciation during the year under consideration. If not, an estimate of the depre- 
ciation allowance for the year under consideration may be made from information on : 


(a) cost of installation including the price of purchase or construction of the asset in question ; 
(b) estimate of its scrap value, and 


*' (c) an estimate of its working life in terms of number of years; then (a—5)/c gives the annual rate of depreciation 
for the purpose of entry in column (2) and theoretical or estimated depreciation allowance for tbe year for the 


purpose of entry in column (4). 


Ifthe inventory value has not been depreciated for a number of years or for the whole period since its inception upto 
the survey year, then total amount to be deducted on this account will be for all the years necessary. 


Where the factory was following a system of depreciation but provision has not been made for a period of time or has 
been made for a number of years together for one reason or another, the estimate of depreciation may be made on the method 
normally followed by it. 


This calculation will be necessary for the different items of fixed capital. It may, however, be simpler to lump to- 
gether items installed at the same time and having almost same estimate of their working life. 


. (3). When the return is filled for a factory the books, in some cases, may not show the appropriate values applicable 
to the factory, as the books may be prepared for more than one factory together. In these cases appropriate allocation 
to the factory under report should be made. 


(4) Column (5) : Additions, etc., mean additions to capital as distinct from repair work and the figure to be recorded: 
is the sum of (a) value of all purchases of materials on capital account during the year, irrespective of whether they are 
consumed fully or not, or whether materials purchased earlier have been consumed, and (b) amount paid to other concerns 
for service charges during the year on this account. 


(5) Column (6) : The adjustment in book value on account of the fixed assets sold out or discarded or otherwise Ccisposed 
of during the year is to be entered. 


(6) Column (7) : It includes the amount paid during the year for the use of any item of fixed asset taken on lsase or 
rent. The amount of royalty paid in the nature of rent for the use of the fixed assets including intangible assets such as 
trade marks, patents etc., in the factory is to be included; but the amount of royalty paid for procuring any raw mzterials, 
such as extraction of lime stone from the quarries, is to be excluded as this will form part of the cost of raw material. Tele- 
phone charges are also to be included. 


(7) Item 3 : It will include fences, roads, bridges, railway sidings, pipe lines, sewage and water system including 
tubewells, etc. : ee ae 


(8) Item 5 : It will include transport equipment such as locomotives, trucks , cars, trailers, etc. 


(9) Item 6: It will include all other fixed assets not included above such as library, laboratory apparatus, hospiral 
equipment, furniture, fixture and fittings, office equipments, etc. : 


(10) Item 7: It includes intangible assets such as trade marks, patents, goodwill, etc. 
| G 1) Item 12 It will exclude long-term deposits and all funded accounts. 


(12) Item 13: Amounts receivable : The value of credit items such as sums due to the factory for goods sold, mounts 
advanced, bills of exchange payable to the factory, payments made in advance such as fire insurance, telephone charges, 
rates and taxes should be shown. (Fixed deposits and long-term loans and investments are to be excluded). 

- (13) Item 14: Amounts payable : The value of debit items such as the amount owned by the factory for materials 
purchased, short-term loans, overdrafts, outstanding wages and salaries, rent, taxes, etc. should be shown (Long-term loans 
and: debentures including advances by proprietors and working partners are to be excluded) ' 


9. Block 3: Capital expenditure on fixed assets : 
f "(1) The information in this block 1s to be furnished for the accounting year of the factory as in the case of block 2. 
(2) The data relating to expenditure should include the value of all physical assets that are intended for use by the 


factory separately for (1) plant, machinery, tools, transport equipment and other fixed assets, and (1) land, buildings, improve- 
ment to land and other constructions. 


f (3) Included are major additions, alterations and improvements to existing fixed assets that extend their normal eco- 
nomic life or raise their productivity. These are, however, to be shown separately under (a) substantial expansion and (b) 
improvements and replacements in regard to items 1 to 4 only. ; 


(4) Value of fixed assets made by the factory's own labour for its own use and additions and improvements carried out 
by the factorys own personnel will be shown in column (5). ` 


(5) New fixed assets include all those that have not been previously used in the country. Thus, newly imported fixed 
assets are considered as new whether or not used before they were imported. Used fixed assets include all those that have 
been previously used within the country. 

(6) The values should be entered as per the capital accounts of the factory.

(i) Details are to be furnished separately for different sections or departments i.e. manufacturing, repair and main- 
tenance and others. 


Gi) In case no staff is exclusively meant for repair and maintenance, i.e., the staff meant for manufacturing activities 
1$ also engaged on repair and maintenance work, then no entry need be made under column (5). 


12. Block 4.2: For factory : 


(i) Item 1: Number of working days : Days on which the factory was closed for whatever reason and days on which 
no manufacturing processes? were carried on should not be treated as working days. Days on which maintenance work alone 
was carried on should be included. 


(ii) Item 2 : Total number of shifts : Sum of all shifts in the days referred to under item 1. 
(iii) Item 3: Shifts per day : Item 2 divided by item 1 correct to one place of decimal. 


(iv) Item 4 : Length of shift : Total number of working hours in all the working days reported under item 1 divided 
by the number of shifts recorded under item 2. 


13. Block 5 : Average employment and emoluments during the year : 


(1) Particulars in this block should relate to employses engaged in work connected directly or indirectly with the ma- 
nufacturing process’. All administrative technical and clerical staff should be included. Also included will be labour engaged 
in the production of machinery or other capital items for factory's own use. Employees engaged in effecting the delivery of the 
goods made for sale or persons employed in retail sales or employed in sale of goods which are notsubjected to any manufac- 
turing process, but merely bought and resold in the same condition as received should be excluded'. 


(2) The term ‘worker’ is used in the same sense as in the Factories Act, 1948 but exclu les persons holding positions of 
supervision or management or employed in a confidential position. Section 2(1) of the Factories Act, 1943 defines ‘worker’ 
as a person employed, directly or through any agency, whether for wages or not, in any man facturing process or in cleaning 
any part of the machinery or premises used for a manufacturing process, or in any other kind of work incidental to, or connect- 
ed with the manufacturing process, or the subject of the manufacturing process. 


` (3) Items 1 to 6 : Relate to workers as defined above. Apprentices will be included. 


(4) Items 7 and 8 : Persons not within the definition of the Factories Act, 1948 but employed for the purposes of pro- 
duction, excluding staff solely employed 1n distributive activities, such as sales and advertising, and workers exempted under 
Section 64 of the Factories Act should be reported against item 7 or 8, in accordance with the classification shown there in, 
If the owner or owners of the factcry do some work, in or for the factory, they should also be included in item 7 or 8 as tbe 
case may be, even though they may not get any salaries or wages. 


_ (5) Column (2) : Man-hours : 
(i) These relate to the working days recorded under item 1 of block 4.2. 
(ii) These are separately required for each of the items 1 to 3 and 5 of this block. 


(iii) Man-hours will be calculated as follows : For each shift the total man-hours will be obtained from the produc! 
of number of workers attending ard the number of hours measuring the length of the shift. An aggregate of the product 
over all the shifts in all the working days will give the figure. 


(6) Column (3): The average number of persons employed, required to be reported under various heads, should 
be computed by adding the numbe- of persons employed on all working days and dividing it by the total number of working 
days. The figure will consist of persons attending and on leave with pay such as sick leave, casual leave, or paid vacation. 
Persons on strike are to be included but persons on unlimited leave or on pension are not to be included. 


(7) Column (4): The term “wages” is to be understood in the same sense as in section 2(6) of the Payment of Wages 
Act, 1936, and means : "All remuneration capable of being expressed in terms of money which would, if the terms of the con- 
tract of employment, expressed or implied, were fulfilled, be payable, whether conditionally upon the regular attendance, 
good work, or conduct or other behaviour of the person employed, or otherwise, to a person employed in respect of his em- 
ployment or of work done in such employment and includes any bonus or other additional remuneration of the nature 
resaid which would be so payable and any sum payable to such persons by reason of the termination of his employment, but 
does not include :— 


(a) the value of any house-accommodation, supply of light, water, medical attendance or other amenity, or of any 
service excluded by general or special order of the State Government ; 


(b) any contribution paid by the employer to any pension fund or provident fund ; 
(c) any travelling allowance or the value of any travelling concession ;

(profit sharing bonus, production bonus, good attendance bonus, incentive bonus, etc.), and other cash payments made from 
time to time, regular and ad Aoc, contractual or ex-gratia.

(8) Item 10: Imputed value of benefits ın kind : Payments in kind should include the cost value or the net cost of 
the concession, as the case may be, in respect of all supplies made and all services rendered individually, free of cost or for 
part-payment such as food and food articles, fuels, housing accommodation, electricity, water, sanitary services, transport 
facilities, etc., as well as the subsidies involved in the operation of medical facilities such as hospitals, dispensaries and first- 
aid equipment, educational facilities such as schools, adult education centres, libraries and reading rooms, recreational 
facilities such as clubs, sports etc., entertainment facilities such as theatres, cinemas, radio sets, etc., and other welfare projects 
such as canteens, creches, sanitary arrangements, drinking water facilities and multipurpose welfare centres. 


(9) Item 11 : Here only the employer's contribution to the provident fund need be entered. 


(10) Item 12: This should include contributions made by way of pensions, gratuity, retrenchment and lay-off 
benefits, compensation for work injuries and occupational diseases, maternity benefits, sickness benefits, contribution made 
to welfare funds, Employees! State Insurance and other social security measures. 


14. Block 6 Employment by categories.—Block 6.1 Average employment during the first wesk of each quarter of the year of workers 
employed directly or through contractors. . 


(1) In this block, average employment during the first week of each quarter of the year for workers employed directly 
and through contractors is to be reported. The term "workers" has the same meaning as defined above. 


(2) The workers are divided into skilled and others. The term “skilled” denotes technical experience or proficiency 
in skilled trade. A skilled worker performs functions which definitely require specialized ability and involves precise judge- 
ment and initiative. The term  specilized ability 1s used to denote that manual dexterity and that acquaintance with part- 
cular materials and specitic processes which are required for special purposes of individual trades. A skilled worker is thus 
characterized by specialised ability and technical training e. g., foreman. 


(3) The term “average” has the same meaning as defined in sub-para (6) of paragraph 13. 


15. Block 6.2: Supervisory, managerial and other employees on roll as on the first day of the last quarter of the year ;— 


It relates to the number of supervisory and managerial (technical and non-technical), clerical and other staff on 
roll as on the 1st day of the last quarter of the year. The terms “Supervisory” and “Managerial” have the same meaning 
as item 7 of Block 5. 


16. Block 7 Materials consumed (excluding intermediate products) during the year:— 


(1) In this block should be shown particulars relating to the materials other than those specified in block 8 
raw materials, chemicals, packing materials and stores, actually consumed during the year. The classified list of n 
applicable to the industry enclosed with the notice, should be referred to for the purposes of entry of items and thei i 
culars in this block. Items of materials, etc , should be reported as specified in the list and in the same order as the r parti- 
in the list.

(2) The value figures will be determined in the same way as those for input items in block 7. 


(3) The quantity and purchase value of each item of fuel, lubricants, etc., required to be shown in this block must be 
in respect of the quantities actually consumed during the year. In other words, quantities purchased during the year or 
earlier, 1f not actually consumed during the year, should not be shown. 


(4) Purchases made during the year should include fuel, electricity etc., acquired from allied concerns and their 
purchase value taken as equal to the value entered into the books of the factory submitting the return. Fuels, lubricants, 
etc., consumed in the production of machinery or other capital items for factory's own use will be included. 


(5) Column (2) of block 8 indicates the units to be used for purposes of recording figüres of quantity in column (3).

(4) Travelling expenses paid to the staff in connection with the purchases of the materials will be shown against item 1.

(1) Products for sale means finished products made in the year and ready for sale, whether actually sold during the 
year or carried forward for sale in a subsequent year. The classified list of products, etc., applicable to the industry enclosed 
with the notice, should be referred to for the purposes of entry of items and their particulars in this block. Items of products, 
etc., should be reported as specified in the list and strictly in the same order as they appear. The relevance of particular 
items to Block 10 is indicated therein. Any other products not specified in the list should be reported under the head “others”

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APPENDIX I 
The Collection of Statistics Act, 1953 (32 of 1953) 
to facilitate the collection of statistics of certain kinds relating to industries, trade and commerce 


Be it enacted by Parliament as follows :— 
1. Short title, extent and commencement.—(1) This Act may be called the Collection of Statistics Act, 1953. 


(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and Kashmir. 
(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 


appoint. 
2. Definitions.—In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — 


(a) “appropriate Government" means— 
(1) the Central Government, in relation to the collection of statistics under a direction issued by it under section 
3, and 
(ii) the State Government, in relation to the collection of statistics under a direction issued by it under that 
section ; 
(b) “commercial concern” means a public limited company or a co-operative society or a firm or any other person 
or body of persons engaged in trade or commerce, and includes— 
(i) a concern engaged in banking or insurance; i 
(ii) a financial corporation; 
(iii) a concern engaged in shipping and navigation; 
(iv) a concern engaged in the business of brokers dealing in shares, stocks and securities and commodities; 
(v) a concern engaged in the business of advertising consultants ; 
(vi) a light railway; 
(vii) a concern engaged in road transport service; 
(viii) a concern engaged in air transport service; 
(ix) a rubber, tea, coffee or cinchona plantation; 
(x) a concern engaged in the business of forwarding and clearing agents ; 


(xi) any other concern which, in the opinion of the Central Government, is a commercial concern and is 
declared to be such by that Government by notification in the Official Gazette, but does not include an 


industrial concern; 


(c) “factory” means a factory as defined in clause (m) of section 2 of the Factories Act, 1948 (LXIII of 1948); 


(d) "industrial concern" means a public limited company or a co-operative society or a firm or any other person or 
body of persons engaged in the manufacture, assembling, packing, preservation or processing of goods or in 
mining or in the generation or distribution of electricity or any other form of power; 


(e) "owner" in relation to a commercial or an industrial concern means the person who, or the authority which, 
has the ultimate control over the affairs of the concern, and where the said affairs are entrusted to a manager, 
managing director or managing agent, such manager, managing director or managing agent shall be deemed 
to be the owner of the concern; 


(f) "prescribed" means prescribed by rules made under this Act or in any form laid down by such rules. 


3. Collection of statistics. — The appropriate Government may, by notification {in the Official Gazette, direct that 
statistics shall be collected relating to any of the following matters, namely :— 


(a) any matter relating to any industry or class of industries; 


(b) any matter relating to any commercial or industrial concern or class of commercial or industrial concerns, and, 
in particular, any matter relating to factories; 


(c) any of the following matters so far as they relate to welfare of labour and conditions of labour, namely :— 
(i) price of commodities; 
(ii) attendance; 
(ili) living conditions including housing, water supply and sanitation; 
(iv) indebtedness; 
(v) rents of dwelling houses; 
(vi) wages and other earnings; 
(vii) provident and.other funds provided for labour ; 
(viii) benefits and amenities provided for labour; 
(ix) hours of work; : 
(x) émployment and unemployment; 
(xi) industrial and labour disputes; 
(xii) labour turnover; : 
(xii) trade unions; 
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and thereupon the provisions of this Act shall apply in relation to those statistics : 
Provided that— 


(a) nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to authorise a State Government to issue any direction under 
this Act with respect to the collection of statistics relating to any matter falling under any of the entries 
specified in List I in the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution: or 


(b) where the Central Government has issued any direction under this section for the collection ofstatistics relating 
to any matter, no State Government shall, except with the previous approval of the Central Government, 
issue any similar direction for so long as the collection of statistics by the Central Government remains to be 
completed; or 


(c) Where a State Government has issued a direction under this section for the collection of statistics relating to 
any matter, the Central Government shall not issue any similar direction for so long as the collection of sta- 
tistics by the State Government remains to be completed, except in cases where statistics have to be collected 
with reference to two or more States. 


4. Appointment of statishes authority.—The appropriate Government may appoint an officer to be the statistics authority 
for the purpose of collecting any statistics directed by it to be collected. 


5. Power of statistics authority to call for information or returns.—(1) The statistics authority may serve or cause to be served 
on the owner of an industrial or commercial concern or on any other person a notice requiring him to furnish such information 
or return as may be prescribed relating to any matter in respect of which statistics are to be collected. 


l (2) The form in which, and the person to whom, or the authorities to which, such information or returns should be 
furnished, the particulars which they should contain and the intervals within which such information or returns should be 
furnished shall be such as may be prescribed. - 


(3) The notice referred to in sub-section (1) may be served by post. 


6. Right of access to records or documents.—The stat’stics authority or any person authorised by him in writing in this 
behalf shall, for the purposes of the collection of any statistics under this Act, have access to any relevant iecord or 
document in the possession of any person required to furnish any information or return under this Act, and may enter 
at any reasonable time any premuses where he believes such record or document to be and may inspect or take copies of 
P de records or documents or ask any question necessary for obtaininz any 1nfocmatioa required to be furnished under 
this Act. 


7. Restriction on the publication of information and returns.—(1) No information, n> individual return and no part of an 
individual return with respect to any particular industrial or commercial concern given for the purposes of this Act shall, 
without the previous consent in writing of the owner for the time being of the industrial or commercial concern in relation to 
which the information or return was given or made or his authorised agent, be published in such manner as would enable any 
particulars to be indentified as referring to a particular concern. 


(2) Except for the purposes of a prosecution under this Act or under the Indian Penal Code (Act XLV of 1860), 
no person who is not engaged in the collection of statistics under this Act shall be permitted to see any information or 
individual return referred to in sub-section (1). 


8. Penalties.—1f any person 


(a) required to furnish any information or return 


(i) wilfully refuses or without lawful excuse neglects to furnish such information or return as may be required 
under this Act ; or . 


(ii) wilfully furnishes or causes to be furnished any information or return which he knows to be false ; or 


(iii) refuses to answer or wilfully gives a false answer to any question necessary for obtaining any information 
required to be furnished under this Act ; or 


(b) impedes the right of access to relevant records or documents or the right of entry conferred by section 6 : 


he shall for each such offence be punishable with fine which may extend to five hundred repees and in the case of continuing 
offence to a further fine which may extend to two hundred rupees for each day after the first during which the offence continues. 


9. Offences by companies.—(1) If the person guilty of an offence under section 8 is a company, every person who at the 
time. the offence was committed, was in charge of, and was responsible to, the company for the conduct of the business of the 
company, as well as the company, shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and 
punished accordingly : 


Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall render any such person liable to any punishment provided 
in this Act, 1f he proves that the offence was committed without his knowledge or that he exercised all due diligence to prevent 
the commission of such offence. .
